Dukakis 
promises  to 
appoint  Asians 
to  high  roies

Governor  Michael  S. 
Dukakis,  responding  to  ques¬ 
tions  from  the  Sangian,  pro¬ 
mised  that  Asians  would  be 
part  of  his  administration  if 
he  won  the  presidency  of  the 
U.S. 

But  he  fell  short  of  in¬ 
dicating  what  positions  in  the 
federal  government  he  would 
appoint  Asians  to,  as 
demanded  by  a  nationwide 
group  of  Chinese- Americans. 

‘  ‘I  will  be  committed  to  the 
meaningfril  involvement  of 
all  segments  of  our  popula¬ 
tion  —  including  Asian- 
Americans  —  in  my  Ad¬ 
ministration,”  he  told  the 
Sampan. 

”...  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
stating  my  firm  intention  to 
have  Asian-Americans  serve 
in  policy-making  roles  in  my 
Administration  when  I  am 
President,”  he  added. 

Sampan  first  asked  the 
question  months  ago  after  a 
movement  was  started  by  the 
Interim  Committee  of 
Chinese-Americans,  a  group 
of  individuals  who  are  urging 
people  to  withhold  presiden¬ 
tial  campaign  contributions 
until  candidates  promise  to 
a{^int  Asians  to  top-ranking 
positions  in  the  federal 
government. 

Moreover,  the  committee 
wants  presidential  candidates 
to  state  specifically  which 


positions  Asians  will  be  tq)- 
pointed  to.  Among  their 
recommendations  are  posts  in 
the  Immigration  and 
Naturalization  Service,  the 
Civil  Rights  Commission, 
Small  Business  Administra¬ 
tion,  cabinet  positions  and 
federal  judgeships. 

The  committee  has  sent 
their  demands  to  all  presiden¬ 
tial  candidates  of  the  the  two 
major  political  parties. 

Although  they  were  not 
responding  to  the  committee 
directly,  former  presidential 
candidate  Gary  Hart  and  cur¬ 
rent  presidential  contender 
Paul  Simon  did  make  pledges 
this  year  to  appoint  Asians  to 
high  office  in  the  federal 
government. 

“I  am  running  for  Presi¬ 
dent  because  I  want  to  make 
the  American  dream  come 
true  for  all  Americans,  no 
matter  where  they  were  bom 
or  what  the  color  of  their 
skin,”  said  Dukakis,  a 
descendant  of  Greek  im¬ 
migrants. 

He  closed  by  saying, 
“Asian-Americans  have 
clearly  been  under¬ 
represented  in  the  federal 
government  —  much  to  this 
country’s  detriment.  I  look 
forward  to  their  active  and 
meaningful  involvement  in 
my  Administration.”

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1st  Chinese  principal  at  Quincy  School

Peter  Bak  Fun  Wong  sits  in 
his  new  office  at  the  Josiah 
Quincy  Community  School, 
making  preparations  for  the  new 
school  year  starting  next  week. 

With  the  door  of  his  office 
opened  widely,  Wong,  the 
newly-appointed  principid  of  the 
school,  raises  his  head  to  watch 
the  passers-by,  seemingly  eager 
to  grant  help  to  anyone  who 
might  step  in. 

“Congratulations,”  says  an 
old-time  staff  worker  who  stops 
by  to  greet  Wong.  “It’s  nice  to 
have  you  back.” 

Wong,  who  worked  as  an 
assistant  principal  at  Quincy 
School  from  19^  to  1986,  is  the 
first  Chinese  American  principal 
in  Quincy  School’s  140  year 
history  and  the  third  one  in  the 
public  school  system  behind 
Michael  Fung,  of  Taft  School  in 


Brighton,  and  Libby  Chu, 
former  principal  of  Kennedy 
School  in  South  Boston. 

He  succeeds  Charles  H.  Gib¬ 
bons  Jr.,  who  became  the  new 
community  superintendent  of 
District  C  of  the  city’s  school 
system,  which  covers  Columbia 
Point,  Dorchester,  Roxbury, 
and  South  Boston. 

“Because  I  have  a  bilingual 
and  bicultural  background,  I  can 
be  more  sensitive  to  the  parents’ 
and  students’  problems,”  Wong 
says.  “I  can  carry  out  the  pro¬ 
gram  with  a  broader  perspective 
and  share  the  better  of  both 
worlds  with  my  students  and 
staff.” 

Quincy  School  currently  has 
about  820  students.  About  half 
of  these  students  are  Asian,  the 
largest  concentration  of  Asian 
students  in  Boston. 

When  parents  occasionally 
come  to  visit,  Wong  takes 


St.  Margaret’s  Hies  controversial  moving  plan 


Despite  the  protest  of  local  residents  and 
the  opposition  of  the  city,  St.  Margaret’s 
Hospital  for  Women  fil^  the  application 
of  its  relocation  proposal  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  on  September  1. 

The  board  of  directors  of  Caritas  Christi, 
the  hospital’s  holding  coti:q)any,  voted  on 
August  27  to  accept  the  recommendation  to 
relocate  the  hospital  from  £>orchester  to 
Chinatown,  said  President  of  Caritas 
Christi  Robert  Flynn. 

“In  order  to  start  the  process,  we  had  to 
file  [the  relocation  application]  on 
September  1,”  Flynn  said. 


“We  are  sensitive  to  the  issue  involved. 
If  it  were  not  for  the  September  1  filing 
date,  we  would  probably  spend  more  time 
studying  this  and  all  aspects  of  our  future,  ’  ’ 
he  said. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  re¬ 
quires  all  hospitals  and  health  facilities  to 
file  a  “determination  of  needs”  to  gain  ap¬ 
proval  for  all  the  major  changes.  For  major 
projects,  the  application  deadline  for  this 
year  was  September  1 . 

For  several  months  the  residents  in 
Chinatown  have  strongly  opposed  the  Dor¬ 
chester  maternity  hospital’s  move  to  a  site 


next  to  the  New  England  Medical  Center. 
Activists  in  Chinatown  have  struggled  for 
more  housing  in  an  over-populated  com¬ 
munity  and  opposed  institutional  expansion 
into  the  dwindling  living  space  in 
Chinatown. 

Residents  in  Dorchester,  concerned  over 
the  area’s  high  birthrate  and  infant  mortali¬ 
ty,  also  oppose  St.  Margaret’s  move  from 
Dorchester. 

The  opposition  of  both  communities  is 
also  backed  by  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,

A  native  of  Canton,  China, 
Wong  was  bom  in  1951,  He 
came  to  the  U.S.  ten  years  ago, 
after  receiving  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  science  in  1974  from 
Hong  Kong  Baptist  College. 

His  education  continued  with 
a  bachelor’s  degree  in  history 
from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  in  Boston  and  a 
master’s  degree  in  education 
from  Boston  University  in  1982. 

Quincy  School  has  bwn  one  of 
the  most  highly  acclaimed 
elementary  schools  in  Boston.  It 
was  chosen  as  one  of 
American’s  200  most  outstan¬ 
ding  elementary  schools  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education 
and  it  received  an  “Excellence 
in  Education  Award”  in  1986. 

“The  school  has  been  doing 
so  well,  so  now  we  want  to  focus 
on  more  integration,”  Wong 
says.  “Bilingual  students  will  be 
paired  with  other  students.” 

He  adds,  “The  bilingual  pro¬ 
gram  will  still  continue; 
however,  bilingual  classes  and 
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tinued.  His  emphasis  for  the 
coming  year  will  be  on  academic 
achievement,  especially  on 
reading,  math,  and  writing. 

“I  really  feel  at  home  here,” 
he  says.  “I’m  anxious  to  see 
school  start  as  soon  as 
possible.”

Chinatown  struggles  to  preserve  the  community

On  August  19th,  despite 
numerous  protests  from  both  the 
Chinatown  and  Dorchester  com¬ 
munities,  the  trustees  of  St. 
Margaret’s  Hospital  voted  to 
relocate  near  the  Tufts/New 
England  Medical  Center  facility 
in  Chinatown. 

This  decision  clearly  reveals

Mayor’s  Fund-raising  dinner

At  this  dinner  Mayor  Flynn 
cited  his  admininstration’s  ef¬ 
forts  to  restrain  institutional  ex¬ 
pansion  into  Chinatown.  He 
said,  “People  of  Chinatown  ... 
deserve  the  maximum  commit¬ 
ment  from  ciw  government  in 
protecting  the  quality  of 
neighborhood  life  and  improv¬ 
ing  the  future  for  their 
families.’’ 


disregard  for  the  concerns  of 
bodi  communities. 

It  is  apparent  that  St. 
Margarets  is  not  concerned  with 
providing  health  care  to  the  Dor¬ 
chester  community  that  it  has 
served  for  over  100  years,  nor  is 
Tufts/NEMC  interested  in  im¬ 
proving  relations  with  its 
neighbors  in  Chinatown. 

Since  more  than  50  percent  of 
die  targeted  site  is  publicly  own¬ 
ed,  Chinatown  residents  and 
woikers  need  to  look  closely  at 
this  situation  and  determine  what 
is  best  for  Chinatown  in  the  long 
term. 

For  four  decades  now,  we 
have  been  encroached  upon  by 
institutional  expansion  from  all 
sides  as  well  as  from  within. 
Starting  with  the  construction  of 
the  Central  Artery  in  the  late 
1950s,  the  Massachusetts  Turn¬ 
pike  in  the  1960s,  and  the 
relocation  of  Combat  Zone  next 
to  Chinatown  in  the  early  1970s, 
permanent  physical  barriers 
were  set  in  place. 

The  opening  of  Lafayette 
Place  several  years  ago  and  the 
upcoming  Kingston/Bed¬ 
ford/Essex  development  will  all 


but  finalize  any  possible 
“growth”  for  the  Chinatown 
community. 

Not  only  have  the  barriers 
been  ^ropriately  placed  and  in 
a  timely  manner  no  less,  but  we 
also  have  land  hungry  entities  in 
our  own  community. 
Tufts/NEMC  increased  its 
physical  area  from  250,000 
square  feet  in  1950  to  over  one 
nMion  in  1970 

This  continued  growth  is 
evidenced  by  on-going  construc¬ 
tion  and  qieculation.  Their  en¬ 
couragement  of  the  St. 
Margaret’s  move  again 
demonstrates  their  ag¬ 
gressiveness. 

Both  Mayor  Raymond  Flyim 
and  Stephen  Coyle,  director  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  have  come  out 
publicly  opposing  the  move  and 
supporting  Chinatown’s  need  for 
more  housing. 

Coyle,  in  a  July  12  memoran¬ 
dum  to  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  and 
Tufts/NEMC  stated: 

“.  .  .  Chinatown  is  a 

neighborhood  in  which  the  para¬ 
mount  land-use  objective  is  in¬ 
creasing  the  supply  of  affordable 
housing.  With  less  than  four 
acres  of  publicly  owned  land  re¬ 
maining  in  Chinatown,  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  affordable 
housing  must  be  the  top  priority 
in  city  land  disposition  deci¬ 
sions. 

Those  of  us  living  or  working 
in  Chinatown  have  a  respon¬ 
sibility  to  maintain  and  develt^ 
the  community  for  future 
generations.  We  need  to  take  an 
active  part  to  protect  what  is 
rightfully  ours. 

We  n^  to  continue  pressing 
both  Mayor  Flynn  and  Stqriien 
Coyle  to  stand  firmly  in  their 
decisions  to  support  both  com¬ 
munity’s  needs. 

We  also  need  to  reach  out  to 
odier  disi^aced  neighborhoods 
to  gather  their  support  so  that 
our  combined  voice  will  be 
stronger  and  clearer.  Only  if  we 
are  united  will  our  struggle  to 
save  Chinatown  be  won.

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New  immigration  law  restrains  discrimination

The  new  immigration  law  pro¬ 
vides  that  discrimination  in  hir¬ 
ing,  recruiting,  referring  for  a 
fee,  or  discharging  can  be  ac¬ 
tionable  if  such  employment 
discrimination  is  based  on  na¬ 
tional  ongin  or  citizenship. 

Aliens  who  are  intending 
citizens,  i.e.  having  filed  form 
No.  1-772  with  the  Immigration 


Naturalization  Service  (INS)  in  a 
timely  fashion,  are  also  pro- 
teaed. 

The  aggrieved  person  ought  to 
file  a  complaint  within  1 80  days 
of  the  discrimination  with  the  of¬ 
fice  of  Special  Counsel  within 
the  Department  of  Justice  for  in¬ 
vestigation  and  possible  pro¬ 
secution. 

The  seat  of  the  special  counsel 
is  by  law  appointed  by  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  U.S.  and  must  be 
confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

Lawrence  Sisken  has  been 


nominated  by  President  Reagan 
and  needs  to  be  approved  by  the 
Senate.  Currently,  Mary  Mann 
has  been  the  acting  special 
counsel  for  immigration-related 
discrimination. 

There  is  a  toll-free  number  for 
the  Department  of  Justice  to 
answer  questions  from 
employers  and  workers.  The 
number  is  1-800-255-7688. 
Although  this  telephone  number 
is  available  for  information,  the 
immigration  law  specifies  that 
all  charges  of  unfair 


immigration-related  employ¬ 
ment  practices  must  be  in 
writing  and  under  oath  or  affir¬ 
mation. 

The  office  of  Special  Counsel 
is  accepting  complaints.  Soon  a 
booklet  will  also  be  published 
and  distributed  by  the  office  to 
inform  the  public  about  the  anti- 
discrimination  requirements  of 
the  new  immigration  law.
